California to Add Computers 
to Reading, Writing and

— For Northern California stu- 
dents next year it'll be reading, 
writing, arithmetic — and com- 
puters. 


Some 300,000 high school and 


junior college students will have 
the opportunity to learn first- 
hand about the age of automa- 
tion. And their teachers will be 
freed from much of the paper- 
work that now hinders -class- 
room work. 


Core of the program will be a 


data processing center that will 
open in July 1965 in th eSacra- 
mento Office of Education.. A 
smaller pilot center was tested

"It's one of the most signifi- 


cant advances in the education- 
al field in recent years," said 
Dr. Max Rafferty, state super- 
intendent of public instruction.

world," said Dr. Alyin Gross- 
man, a data processing expert 
for the California Department o 
Education.

States will still have more than 


4-to-l edge over 
the Soviet 


LJnion in intercontinental ballis- 
:ic missiles by early 1965, but 
the Soviets may begin catching 
up after that, a leading West- 
ern research institute estimated 
today. 


The annual review of the In- 


ititute of Strategic Studies also 
said the Soviet Union is main- 
taining its numerical superior- 
ity in submarine strength and 
"there are indications that the 
Soviet naval air force and mis- 
sile-firing submarines are com- 
ing to play a more central role 
in her strategy." 


America's Strategic Air Com-' 


mand has clear superiority in 
the number of intercontinental 
bombers, the review reported, 
but the Soviet Union maintains 
a 
strong force of 
medium 


bombers capable of strikes at 
Japan or Western Europe. 


The review said 
Communist 


China's army has little 
strate- 


gic, mobility, because of primi- 
tive, logistics, and its air force 
has only obsolescent aircraft. 


But it said the Chinese nu- 


clear test has shown "that the 
Chinese nuclear technology is 
apparently considerably 
more 


advanced than it was generally 
given credit for." 


The 
Institute of 
Strategic 


Studies researches problems on 
defense, world security and dis- 
armament. 


It is an international study 


group of experts largely from 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion members and includes poli- 
ticians and military authorities 
from,the United States, Britain, 
West;European countries and 
India: Lord Attlee, the 
former 


British prime minister, is its 
president. 


The review said the Soviet 


Union fields 200 intercontinental 
ballistic missiles — double the 
number a year ago — and this 
may increase substantially in 
1965. 


But by early 1965, th eUnited 


States will have 925 ICBM's 
compared with 745 a year ear- 
lier. 


"However," the report 
said, 


"this may be the last year in 
which the Western superiority 
in long-range striking power is 
so marked as the American 
ICBM program 
becomes sub- 


stantially completed next year, 
and if the Soviet missile build- 
up is continued under Premier 
Alexei N. Kosygin and First 
Secretary Leonid I. Brezhnev." 


The United States has in- 


creased its lead over the Soviet 
Union in fleet ballistic missiles 
from under 2-to-l to 4-to-l dur- 
ing the past year. 


The Soviet Union is building 


about 10 nuclear-powered sub- 
marines a year.

A 
scared man talks like that. I'm 
going my way this time and I'm 
working hard. 


"I'm 
going to get that title 


and keep it a long time. I'm 
going to like it and with it I 
won't be lonely." 


Liston is building up an inter- 


nal fury for the Boston Garden 
rematch of the Feb. 25 bout in 
Miami, where his injured left 
shoulder did not permit him to 
continue past the sixth round. 


"No more press conferences," 


announced publicist AI Braver- 
man at the Plymouth, Mass., 
training site. "Sonny's been co- 
operating as fully as possible 
all along. He's getting very 
edgy now, and he wants to be 
alone."
